Branch, was acquired by Hie

Thursday night, when the 
"Council 


met with Ed Churchill 
and 
lone 


Churchill, the owners, and readied a 
purchase price. 


The original option, -presented by 


the owners a few weeks ago to the 
Council, was placed at .$325 an acre. 
Last night the proposition was re- 
duced to two options, first that the 
<-:ty pay $250 an acre for the land 
•without the public sc-hool site, or 
$287.50 an acre for the Land, if the 
pite was included. 


The councilmeu unanimously voted 


the projwsition to include the school 
site, which alone will be worth the 
Amount of the entire 30 acres, when 
the <-i1y gets ready to erect a school 
building. The. site is located at the 
aoriiiwest corner of Harrison and 
Eleventh stret, and extends back to 
the park, and is a block wide. 


The new addition to Rushville in 


the park lands will do away with 
the present city park, and the new 
park Trill be called Memorial Parlc, 
suid is to be sacred to the memory of 
ihe soldiers of all Avars, especially 
in memory of the AVorld War Veter- 
ans. 


The land that was purchased was 


appraised by the, county assessor at 
.$31)0 an acre, 'and the city considers 
themselves fortunate in securing the 
].ind below the appraised value. The 
total cost of the land will not exceed 
s?8,7<)0 .and a, bond issue for $20,000 
will probably be asked to meet the 
necessary proposed improvements. 


The city of Rusuville is indeed a 


fortunate one, and is unlike the sur- 
rounding cities. There is not a penny 
of bonded indebtedness now, and the 
small issue to be floated will not ma- 
terially increa.se the taxes, and at 
1ho same time will aid the city in 
future growth to the north.
